500,000 Years.

Professor Camille Arambourg, of the | 
Museum of Natural History in Paris, recently | 
dug up several crudely-formed stone imple- | 
ments which may be the oldest known imple- 
‘ments of man. The discovery of these tools 
indicates the existence of a form of humanity 
at the beginning of the Ice Age. 

No human remains were found in Por- 

fessor Arambourg's excavations, which have 
been carried on for a number of years in his 
} search for fauna. But the discovery is taken 
{to indicate that primitive creatures roaming | 
| North Africa 500,000 years ago were capable 
|of mechanical thought. 
Leading anthropologists and archeolo- 
igists the world over have expressed intense 
linterest in the discovery, which took place 
‘in Northern Algeria, not too far from the 
| Mediterranean coast. Similar discoveries in 
ithe past have enabled man to reconstruct 
|some of the ancient habits and characteristics

_.The Dreaded Wheat Stem 
Rust 


Canada has developed a new variety of 
iwheat—No. C.T. 186—that resistant 
against the new form of rust 15-B. The 
United States has developed a similar var- 
_jety, a derivative of Kenya wheat. It is noted, 
jhowever, that these new varieties are not 
resistant to other races of rust, traces of 
which have been identified in Mexico, and 
which have been given the numbers 139, 
i9 and 11, and which may one day appear 
upon the Canadian scene 
though the time has come when we have to 
do more research on the nature of rust-resost- 
ance, on how Nature produces these new 
races of rust, and on the chances of us pro- 
ducing varieties that will resist all races of 
rust. This kind of scientific work is called 
Fundamental Research, Very little of it is 
being done in this country, or anywhere else 
for that matter, but it does seem as though 
it must be the next order on the program. It
